Yes, the frosting on the cakes 
is spread a little thinner; there 
also is a little less icing on 
snails and buns and cup cakes. 
These and other facts about the 
conservation of sweet stuff were 
revealed today by Mrs. Claude 
Cc. Danner, explained that 
bakeries this year are allowed 
but 70 per cent of the sugar 
they used last year.

Sugared donuts may still be 
obtained, but no more of the 
glaced variety are made, be- 
cause the glacing requires much 
more sugar, she explained. Cake 
decorating, Mrs. Danner point- 
ed out, is being very drastical- 
ly curtailed, largely because, 
though edible, the decorations 
are, nevertheless, very rarely 
eaten, so that cake rococo would 
be almost entirely wasted. 
This means, she said, that elab- 
orate wedding cakes are not in 
keeping with the war effort and 
will be “neat but not gaudy”.

| All real estate men say — the 
same thing—they could rent 
homes if they had them or if they 
could be built. Richard W. Derby, 
Upland building inspector, states 
that there is considerable home 
building only waiting the oppor- 
tunity to get under way. Numer- 
ous individuals, he says, have 
signified that they would -erect 
residences, cottage courts, or re- 
model two-story homes into 
partments once present restrid- 
| tions are relaxed. 

One thing is certain—steel mill 
workers want to live in Upland 
and Ontario, the West End cities, 
in the case of many, being 10 to 
12 miles nearer to their jobs for 
them, and they will live here if 
circumstances open the oppor 
tunity to them.
